Germans announced today the shooting of 12 more hostages 
as the reprisal for an attack in which a German non-commis­ 
sioned officer was killed Sept. 16 . 
For the first time, the Germans announced the specific 
reasons for the selection of hostages. 
Col. Gen Heinrich Von Stuelpnagel, commandant of the 
occupy ing forces in France, said that sev en of the 12 were 
picked and shot as Communists, two for attacks against Ger­ 
man soldiers and three for illegal possession of arms. 
Voices Warning 
Two of those shot were formerly minor gov ernment em­ 
ploy es. 
One of the 12 was listed as a J ew who allegedly had 
engaged in Communist propaganda. 
Von Stuelpnagel in curt phrases warned that in case al 
further attacks “ many more hostages will be shot.” 
The new ex ecutions raised to 25 the number of hostagea 
brought before Nazi firing squads, and to S3 the number af 
persons ex ecuted as hostages and on charges.

Seat Beach—That the growing

The plan 
calls for dredging San Gabriel 
[Flood channel near the power 
)lant intake to a level consider- 
¡able below the actual intake, and 
depositing all dredged material 
| along the beach from First street 
1500 feet east. The beach strip 
due to receive the additional sand 
kis relatively narrow, compared to 
the broad east beach, and at times 
rof high tide has been battered and 
somewhat eroded. Councilmen ex­ 
pressed the belief that the sand de­ 
posit will be very welcome, and 
will increase value of property. 
Reason for the dredging oper­ 
ation, power plant officials explain­ 
ed, is that sand in the intake has 
hampered the plant materially for 
several months. The plant was for 
a week a short time ago, but is 
now running with pumps going 
night and day. The demand for 
electric power is considerably in­ 
creased now is expected to be much 
heavier by winter, when this plant 
should be in condition to carry a 
full load. 
City officials authorized the Bur­ 
eau of Water and Power to pro­ 
ceed with the plan, and agreed to 
cooperate in obtaining w a i v e r s 
from the owners of private prop- 
rty alQng the strip of beach front- 
ge. F. W. Hickman was appoint­ 
ed to contact property owners this 
week end, with waivers prepared 
by Rex Goodsell, Bureau attorney, 
a n d approved by City Attorney 
Burr Brown. 
By terms of the agreement all 
sand deposits will be required to 
meet the approval of J. A. Wool 
ley, consulting engineer. The sand 
to be deposited here as a gift, is 
about one-fourth the amount which 
will be dredged from Anaheim Bay 
to build up the peninsula, at a 
cost of $101,300.

Th e beginning of th e book reviews th e 
cause of th e French Revolution. It points out 
th at all rules h ad been suspended and th e gov­ 
ernment h ad become weakened and petrified by 
two centuries of absolutism. ’ Th e book brings 
out h ow’ th e rulers feared th e masses and th e 
masses feared th e rulers; h ow th e people of 
France feared th e Italians and th e Austrians. 
It caused me to analy ze most of our own

th is announcement, but underly ing it all is th e 
New Deal's record for creating new bureaus 
since 19 33 against its 19 32 program to reduce 
th e number of bureaus and th e number of per­ 
sons working in wh at bureaus were necessary .

an actual fact. It is a fear resulting from error 
in th inking. And th is imaginary fear leads on 
and on to one act after anoth er, one law after 
anoth er, until we finally regard oth er people 
as our enemies and th ink th ey must be crush ed 
and killed. 
And wh at is th is fear th at is only imaginary 
and not a reality ? It is a belief th at is com­ 
monly h eld by a great majority of people. 
Fea r o f Oth er Pro d u ctio n 
It is simply 
th e 
belief th at 
one man’s 
working and producing h urts anoth er worker. 
But, instead of work h urting oth er workers, it 
benefits th em. However, th e 
mass of people, 
because, th ey see th e temporary inconvenience 
of efficient production in th eir own line and 
do not see th e benefits th ey get from produc­ 
tion and competition in all oth er lines, jump 
at th e conclusion th at unrestricted production 
and competition is h armful to th em. All h istory 
and all Ch ristianity proves ex actly th e opposite 
Jesus pointed th is out in His sermon on th e 
Mount, wh en He admonish ed people not to worry 
about wh at 
th ey would eat 
and wh at th ey 
Would wear but to respect th e inh erent righ ts 
and talents of all oth er men and permit th em 
to produce and all would be benefited and h ave 
th ings to eat and to wear and, in addition, h ave 
th eir own self-respect and th e respect of th eir 
fellowmen.

Now, let us point out some laws th at are 
th e result of th is ungrounded fear: 
Th e tariff laws. Th e worker th inks th at if 
wealth is brough t Into th is country , produced 
by oth er workers at lower wages, it will lower 
h is standard of living. He confuses money prices 
with usefulness and satisfaction. He does not 
realize th at it makes no difference about th e 
dollar price of wages, but th e real th ing th at 
benefits h im is reducing th e h ours required to 
satisfy jiuman wants. 
I cannot ex plain th e errors in all th ese laws, 
as th e article would be entirely too long. 
Th e nex t great error is immigration laws, 
preventing oth er people from h aving th e righ t 
to enjoy th e natural resources on th e same 
terms th at we and our forefath ers h ad a righ t 
to enjoy th em. 
Th e Clay ton Amendment to th e Sh erman Anti- 
Trust law th at permits laborers to conspire to 
make th ings scarce with out violating th e Sh er­ 
man Anti-trust law is a result of fear of oth er 
people producing. 
Th e Federal Reserve Act attempting to con­ 
trol th e amount of credit, is a result of fear. 
Th e Norris-LaGuardia Act, making it illegal 
for employ ers to enter into an agreement with 
workers not to join a union, is a result of th e 
same fear. 
Th e Wagner Law is a result of th e same fear. 
Th e Wage and Hour Law is a result of th e 
same fear th at production h urts th e workers. 
Th e Lend-Lease Bill is a result of fear of th e 
rest of th e world eith er producing too much war 
mach inery and conquering us, or producing too 
much productive equipment and under-selling us. 
Th e order of th e President for th e Navy to 
sh oot on sigh t, is a result of fear of th e growth 
of Nazism. 
Fear usually starts out in misunderstanding 
th e benefits of free ex ch anges and goes on and 
on. Finally people become so h y sterical, as th ey 
are now, th at th ey believe it is necessary to 
make a gravey ard out of all th e rest of th e 
world so th at th ey can be stronger by comparison. 
But th e real measure of progress is not keep­ 
ing oth er people poor but h ow much each man 
can get, not in dollars, but in th e comforts of 
life for a given amount of work. 
If we would eliminate th is fear and h ave 
confidence and respect in our fellowman th rough ­ 
out all th e world and make all th e natural re­ 
sources of our own country available on th e 
same terms to every one, th en we would be on

If th e new deal is fostering so­ 
cialism, and from its acts and its 
speech es it seems to be, th en nat­ 
urally all wh o don’t want to ex ­ 
ch ange th e American way for 
socialism sh ould oppose every act 
of th e new deal. One of th e seri­ 
ous th ings today in congress, it 
seems to me, is th e tendency to 
weigh every law on its own merits 
and not see wh ere it fits into th e 
wh ole new deal picture. 
Men 
argue about each step and do not 
see th e Jong staircase by wh ich 
we are beinp; led down to Social­ 
ism. 
President Roosevelt, if by th e 
new deal ph ilosoph y is 
meant 
socialism and it seems to be, may 
be said to be merely th e instru­ 
mentality of a movement th at h as 
long been try ing to gain control 
of th e world. 
Th ere is noth ing 
new or original in th e new deal 
ph ilosoph y . 
Any man wh o is a 
good politician and is converted to 
socialism can serve th e cause. We 
h ad our first socialism in Govern­ 
ment under Wilson, y et h e and 
Roosevelt seemed unlike personal­ 
ly . 
Wilson, wh eth er a socialist 
h imself or merely th e tools of 
oth ers certainly furth ered Social­ 
ism and th e new deal took up 
wh ere h e left off, it seems to me. 
It is wise, if one is a believer 
in th e Constitution as it was—with 
congress h aving 
th e legislative 
power, th e President th e ex ecutive, 
and th e court th e judicial, and 
with men h aving individual free­ 
dom and justice as guaranteed l?y 
th e Constitution, etc., to oppose 
all new deal laws. I th ink I can 
sh ow wh y by a recent ex ample. 


Th e wh ole subject is confusing, 
because wh ile we h ave h ad both 
a socialist and communist party on 
th e ballot, th e new deal ran on 
th e democratic ticket and so few 
people knew th at socialism h ad 
any place in th e new deal. 
And strangely enough , th ough 
we could h ave elected eith er th e 
Communist or th e Socialist h ad 
we wanted h im, th e new deal de­ 
cided it h ad a mandate apparent­ 
ly to start being socialistic under 
th e democratic banner. 
Fven if I didn’t dislike social­ 
ism, because it seems utterly un­ 
feasible and tends to run h uman 
beings into robots, I would dis­ 
trust it because it evidently h as 
not th e strength to stand on its 
own feet. 
After y ears and y ears 
of attempts, it h as alway s failed 
to appeal on its merits. 
Great 
movements, based on truth and 
logic, spread of th eir own accord. 
Any movement th at h as to h ave 
h uge sums of money laid aside to 
foster it, such as th e Garland 
fund, th at h as to gain its footh old 
by force as in Russia or by trick­ 
ery as in Germany , or under th e 
label of someth ing else as in 
America, must be wrong. 
Any 
movement th at for centuries h as 
h ad to blame its failures on cap­ 
italism or someth ing else—alway s 
h aving th e persecution complex — 
is not a good movement in my 
opinion. Any movement th at tries 
to ch ange h uman nature in its 
most fundamental instincts is not 
a very practical th ing to follow. 
How different is American de­ 
mocracy . 
It h as never h ad to 
force its way at all. Features of 
it h ave been taken and woven 
into th e fabric of th e English 
sy stem.

And sh e 
migh t with equal truth h ave add­ 
ed: “Nor in all th e world.” 
But 
South ern California does h ave h er 
forests. 
Coming up from La­ 
guna th e oth er day , between Ir­ 
vine and Tustin, we drove th rough 
some of th e finest orange groves 
in th e state and I was impressed 
with th e th ough t th at th ese are 
our forests—stretch ing in state­ 
ly rows over th e valley s and up 


and down th e h illsides th rough out 
th e south land. 
In complete con­ 
trast to th e Redwoods th ey are 
equally beautiful 
in th eir sy m­ 
metry and color, altogeth er lovely 
at blossom time filling th e air 
with perfume and glorious with 
th eir golden fruit. Th e redwood 
forests do not contain a popula­ 
tion. 
People do not live in th e 
redwoods. 
But in th e forests of 
South ern California 
h undreds of 
th ousands are irresistably drawn 
to make th eir h omes. 
A number 
of y ears ago I met a gentleman 
and wife from th e east on th eir 
first visit to th e south . Th ey h ad 
just arrived and th ey let me 
look over th eir daily sch edule for 
a week’s vacation. Th eir supreme 
desire seemed to be to pick a 
“real orange from a real orange 
tree.” 
So th eir first day ’s pro­ 
gram was simply to ride around 
among th e orange orch ards. 
I saw -th em again just before 
th ey left for h ome and I asked 
th em h ow near th ey h ad followed 
th eir original sch edule. Th ey told 
me th ey were so ench anted with 
th eir first day ’s 
ex perience th at 
each succeeding day was but a 
repetition of th e first.
